JOURNAL OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION, 


NEw YORK, WEDNESDAY. 
September 27, 1893. 


THIS being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity as- 
sembled for Divine Service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, Forty-second Street, in the City of 
New York, the place appointed by the Bishop for the purpose. 


The Right Reverend the Bishop of the Diocese delivered his 
Annual Address [see Appendix A.]. 


The Most Reverend the Archbishop of Zante was present in the 
chancel, attended by his chaplain. 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, who was 
assisted in the service and in the administration by the Rev. Morgan 
Dix, D.D., Chairman of the Standing Committee ; the Rev. Henry 
L. Ziegenfuss, D.D., Archdeacon of Dutchess; the Rev. W. R. 
Thomas, D.D., Archdeacon of Orange; the Rev. F. B. Van 
Kleeck, D.D., Archdeacon of Westchester; the Rev. Geo. D. 
Johnson, D.D., Archdeacon of Richmond; the Rev. R. B. Fairbairn, 
D.D., Warden of St. Stephen’s College; the Rev. E. Walpole 
Warren, D.D., Rector of the Church of the Holy Trinity ; and the 
Rey. Thos. R. Harris, D.D., Secretary of the Convention. 


The Bishop took the chair, and called the Convention to order. 
The Most Reverend the Archbishop of Zante and his chaplain were 
invited by the Bishop to seats beside him. Under the direction of 
the Bishop, the Secretary, the Rev. Thos. R. Harris, D.D., called 
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the roll of the clergy entitled to seats, when one hundred and 
thirty-five answered to their names, and took their seats.* 


The Secretary then called the names of the Lay Delegates whose 
certificates had been received, when delegates from one hundred 
and four parishes appeared, and took their seats.* 


A constitutional quorum being present, the President declared 


the Convention organized for business. 


On motion of Mr. 8S. P. Nash the reading of the rules of order 
was dispensed with, and the President announced the election of 
Secretary and Treasurer as next in order. 


The Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., was nominated as Secretary 
by the Rey. Dr. E. A. Hoffman, and on motion the ballot was dis- 
pensed with, and Dr. Harris was elected unanimously. 


On motion of Mr. 8. P. Nash, the ballot was dispensed with, 
and Mr. James Pott was elected Treasurer by a unanimous vote. 

The Most Reverend the Archbishop of Zante addressed the Con- 
vention and gave it his blessing.

The Trustees announce with regret the death of Mr. Charles G. Landon, 
who has been one of the Trustees of this fund since 1891. 

The foregoing report discloses that the Trustees have expended during the 
past year $8,365.63 on account of premiums of clergymen aided by the Life 
Insurance Fund, while they bave on hand only $2,361.63 wherewith to pay the 
Same amount of premiums during the coming year. There is no increase of 
the Life Insurance Fund, except from special donations and from legacies 
under wills executed since the Fund originated. The Trustees have been 
obliged to refuse two applications on account of the state of the Fund, and un- 
less the Convention provides some means of making up the deficiency, the 
Trustees will shortly be compelled to reduce the proportion (one-half) which 
they now pay of the premiums of the present beneficiaries. They therefore 
recommend the passage of a resolution by the Convention that the Thanksgiv- 
ing collection for this year, which, under the Canon, would be applicable only 
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to the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund, be equally divided between that Fund and 
the Fund for Facilitating Life Insurance.

Land and Church building at Yonkers, occupied by Christ Church. 

Land and Church building at Tuxedo Park, occupied by St. Mary’s Church, 

Land at Ellenville, Ulster County, with Church building and Rectory, 
leased to St. John’s Memorial Church. 

Land and Church building at Newburgh, leased to the Church of the Good 
Shepherd. 

Aindvoment Fund of five thousand dollars, the income to be paid semi- 
annually to the Pastor, Rector, or other head of St. Matthew's Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the town of Bedford, County of Westchester, in addition to 
his regular salary. This trust has been received since the last Annual Report. 

The terms of office of two of the Trustees, Messrs. William Alexander 
Smith and Henry A. Oakley, will expire on the first of October, 1893, and two 
persons should be elected by the Convention for the term of four years {to 
succeed them. 

The death of the Rev. Thomas M. Peters, D.D., has caused another vacancy, 
and some person should be elected to fill the remainder of his term, which will 
expire on the first of October, 1894. Dr. Peters will be greatly missed by all 
connected with the work done by this Board. Always ready and willing to do 
more than his share of what required attention, his intelligence and good 
judgment caused his services to be thoroughly appreciated. 

The Treasurer’s Report submitted herewith, shows in his charge securi- 
ties of the par value of $157,206.82, and $5,061.34 in cash. Income received 
and paid out, $8,860.34. The Treasurer's accounts have been examined, and 
found correct, by a committee consisting of Messrs. William Alexander Smith, 
George R. Schieffelin, and J. Pierpont Morgan.

The Secretary presented and read the following report : 
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Weport 
OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


The undersigned, appointed a Committee by the Trustees of St. Stephen’s 
College to report on the}condition of the College to the Convention of the 
Diocese of New York, beg to state that eight men graduated B. A., and have 
entered the theological schools of the Church ; and that four others who have 
been special course men have entered on the study of divinity. 

There were over fifty applicants forgadmission the present year. Of these, 
twenty-eight have been received, making the present number of students 
eighty. 

John C. Robertson, Ph.D., of the Johns Hopkins University, entered on 
the duties of Professor of Greek on the Dr. C. F. Hoffman endowment. 

The College has been in a large measure sustained by the Society for the 
Promotion of Religion and Learning. Had it not been for their aid it is quite 
probable that St. Stephen’s might now be numbered among the Church Col- 
leges which have ceased to exist. The confidence and liberality of the Society 
have inspired others, and their donations and buildings and endowments will 
give life and permanency to the enterprise. A stinted support, doled out with 
hesitation, might have given it a lingering existence, but it intended it to live 
and grow, and be an honor to the Church, Its chief donors, Bard and LudJow 
and Hoffman, have given it a being, and have sustained it on the scale on 
which it is carried on. It is the fruit of this liberality that it has become a 
place of discipline and culture for those who intend to enter on the study of 
theology. The wisdom of the Church is seen in the strength which it has 
attained. The growth of the past thirty years gives promise that before the 
end of the next thirty years it will be a strong and important institution, placed 
beyond the peradventure of failure. 

The corner-stone of a fire-proof library building was laid on Commencement 
Day by the Bishop of the Diocese. It is the gift of the Rev. C. F. Hoffman, 
D.D., LL.D. Its utility will be equalled only by its beauty. It will be an 
ornament on the College grounds. 

The Trustees especially wished the Committee to submit to the Convention 
a statement of the present financial condition of the College.

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While the College now has endowment funds amounting to almost $150,- 
000, it has a bondéd and floating debt of $58,000, incurred when the Trustees 
were struggling to keep its doors open. The interest charge of nearly $3,000 
per annum on this debt is at present a great burden. The Trustees earnestly 
ask the Clergy of the Diocese to specially interest themselves during the com- 
ing year in urging Churchmen to contribute liberally to St. Stephen’s College, in 
order that its debt may be extinguished, receiving the full benefit of its Endow- 
ment Funds towards the payment of the running expenses of the College. 

The whole of the Endowment Funds, amounting, as already stated, to nearly 
$150,000, has been donated during the past ten years, during which time funds 
have also been donated for the erection of a fine stone dormitory similar to 
the one erected with borrowed money in 1884, both accommodating forty-eight 
students. It is the intention of the Trustees, as funds may be received, to con-

The Rey. Brockholst Morgan, Superintendent of the New York 
City Mission Society, presented and read the following report : 


Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY. 


The Executive Committee of The New York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society, in presenting their Sixty-second Annual Report of their pro- 
ceedings during the past year, can but congratulate the members and friends 
of the institution, as well as the members of the Convention, upon the success 
with which it has pleased God to crown their feeble efforts in hehalf of Christ 
and His Church. 

In the last report, mention was made of the encouragement received from 
the Churches within the Archdeaconry. We have again to speak of their zeal 
as exhibited in generous offertories during the past year. To the Author of 
every good and pertect gift be ascribed all the praise, in that He has put it into 
the hearts of His loving people to liberally sustain His work. 

The plan adopted by the Committee to lay out their work for the ensuing 
year by the measure of the contributions of the past year has proved the 
correct one; keeping the Society out of debt, and giving to the work the 
healthy growth it has developed during the past few years, 

The work has grown to such proportions that the mere enumeration of all 
its operations would be wearisome. ‘There are now three Mission Chapels 
located in destitute parts of the city, besides two other Chapels; one 
connected with Bellevue Hospital, the other with the Alms-House on Black- 
well’s Island. Our missionaries are performing all the duties of rectors or 
pastors.-at the Mission Chapels, and of chaplains at the prisons, hospitals, and 
asylums—those great penal and charitable institutions belonging to the city. 

St. Barnabas’ House is also open for the temporary shelter of homeless and 
destitute women and children. During the past year it has done the largest 
work it has ever done, furnishing in a single month two thousand eight hun- 
dred lodgings and over twelve thousand meals, and sheltering ina single day 
Seventy women and eighty-cight children, including, of course, the Day Nurs- 
ery children. Our matron says, ‘° We are crowded all the time, and sending 
away so many that I feel we will have to do something to accommodate 
mothers and children. The institutions all around are full, and we have cared 
for over a hundred for some time, but it is too many for the accommodation 
we have. So many women with children, whose husbands are out of work, are 
applying to us, and [ have taken so many in, that it makes trouble in the Day 
Nursery. We cannot take care of so many little ones from outside. I think 
you will have to give us another house, for families, joined to this. It would 
not cost very much more for provisions, or anything more in our Jaundry. As 
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for children, there is no end to the applications. During the past month we 
have received them from various Episcopal Churches, and from the Girls’ 
Friendly. A German minister sends an English woman with two children; 
another woman, just dispossessed, finds refuge with her three children. The 
house is stretched to its utmost capacity. Will the Church furnish the means 
to enlarge this branch of our work? All these are cared for without charge. 
Muitiply this and obtain the enormous aggregate for the year. Every morn- 
ing the whole family is assembled in the Chapel for prayers ; the children 
are daily instructed in school, or are, if too small, placed in charge of nurses. 
Such are the many facets that present themselves, as we glance at our work, 
and each has a lustre of its own. 

To carry on this work there are in the employ of the Society eleven priests, 
fourteen laymen, several of whom are preparing for the ministry, fifteen ladies 
in the capacity of visitors, matrons, housekeepers, organists, etc. One of these 
ladies spends her time in visiting the prisons and courts, extending such assist- 
ance to female prisoners, the guilty as well as the innocent, as can only be 
offered by a woman, This work requires a thorough investigation of the past 
history of the prisoner, and of the causes that led upto the crime. The result of 
her investigation often enables her to present such ameliorating facts as in 
many cases mitigate the sentence, and ina few cases entirely relieve the prisoner . 
from the accusation. This work is so thoroughly done that every assistance is 
rendered to this lady, not only by the judges and court officers, but by the police 
as well, 

- Our Mission Chapels, located in the tenement neighborhoods, are a source 
of great anxiety ; our effort is to make them centres of strength to draw, 
and bring within their influence all for whom Christ died. The poor have 
pride, and resent the mistaken zeal of those who force themselves upon 
them without an invitation. Too often they repel the offer of aid, saying 
by their manner, if not in words, ‘‘ You want me to take your food and your 
money? I won’t, then: I’l] starve first!” It requires great tact to approach 
them. Every one has someapproachable side ; it only requires careful study to 
find it. Love is always there, the love of wife, sweetheart, and mother ; love 
in all its forms, strony to save. You must learn to know these people; it will 
fill you with admiration to witness the virtues of some of them. If we had to 
- live in the way many of them do, poorly housed, poorly fed, I fear, with most 
of us, these virtues would be conspicuously absent ; theirs are humble virtues, 
useful and of solid worth to them, such as patience, helpfulness, cheerfulness, 
and sympathy with other lives of as little joy as their own. Walter Besant, in 
kis book entitled ‘‘ The Children of Gibeon,” says, ‘‘ These people are usually 
described by the general public as follows: ‘ They are full of sin and steeped 
in wickedness; everybody says so; they are fond of drink and prejudiced 
against the Church; they are stiff-necked, ungrateful, and never satisfied.’ ” 
Such, then, are the surroundings of our Mission Chapels. 

Another phase of our work is that amongst the public institutions. Four- 
teen or fifteen thousand persons are always to be found to whom we are privi- 
leged to minister, The dying thief turned to Christ, and in his last hour 
received pardon and Christ’s blessing. ‘The sick came, and He healed them ; 
through our missionaries the sick are pointed to Christ, and if, with a true 
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heart, they come to Him, has He not promised forgiveness? Did not Christ 
command the devils to come out of the demented, and shall not we carry His 
comforting words to the lunatic and the insane? 

The rescue of a soul, what does it mean? Shall we spare any effort to prove 
the sincerity of the Church? 

The Church cannot hope to reach the mass of men and women who huddle 
together in tenement houses, and work, many of them, long days and every day 
for money with which to buy their daily bread. The Church, however, can 
help them by caring for their children. Day nurseries, kindergartens, and 
Sunday-schools wil! place the children under good influences, while the parents 
are earning bread by the sweat of their brows. Industrial schools will teach 
the girls to be useful and self-supporting ; cooking schools, to be provident, 
economical and efficient housekeepers. The boys ought to have a similar train- 
ing as artisans and mechanics, Thanks for the generous provision already 
made for boys, but there is not enough of it. In this way the foundations for 
a better class of men and women will be laid, and thrift, cleanliness and Chris- 
tianity will be taught to the children. 

To meet this new demand, and to ateomuii odie these necessary additions to 
a successful mission, this Society has purchased a house adjoining St. Ambrose’s 
Mission Church in Thompson Street. A lease on the building will expire 
Within a year, when, we trust, means will be forthcoming to make the requisite 
alterations. A benevolent lady has already promised $500 for the purpose. 
We shall need four times that sum, 

The ‘‘God’s Providence Mission,” whose highly successful work was laid 
aside two years ago, will soon be resumed. One of the noble Christian women 
of our Church has bought a plot of ground, 38 feet on the street by 90 feet 
deep, and proposes to erect upon it a fire-proof building. , This mission 
building will be provided with industrial, kindergarten, and cooking schools ; 
and we trust it will be a power of good amongst the people in that neighbor- 
hood. 

The Chapel of the Me-siah is completed, and, under the missionary in 
charge, it is calculated to do great things for the neighborhood where it is 
located. Its consecration on the Saturday before Trinity Sunday, May 28th, 
was one of the interesting incidents of the year. 

For years it has been the desire of the Committee to establish an Industrial 
Home for prisoners. The buildings we have at our disposal, but it will require 
quite an addition to our income to allow us to undertake it. 

Liberal provision has been made this year for fresh air, , The children of 
St. Barnabas’, of St. Ambrose’s, and of the Chapel of the Messiah have all bren 
made happy by a day, a week, ora fortnight inthecountry. The thanks of the 
Committee must be expressed for the use for two weeks of the Holiday House 
at Mount Minturn, where thirty children were sent in charge of some of the 
ladies, and also to the managers of the New Windsor Summer Home for enter- 
taining seven little girls for two weeks. 

The Committee do not feel that their report will be complete without an 
expression of regret that the Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith, D.D., so jong the 
Superintendent of Mission Work, has left us; we miss his bright, cheerful 
influence, and his prompt advice in difficulty.

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Ata ripe old age and in the midst of active benevolence our beloved and 
honored first Vice-President has recently gone to his rest. For nearly half a 
century Dr. Peters’ name has personified the missionary charities of New York. 
St. Barnabas’ House, the Midnight Mission, the Sheltering Arms, the Children’s 
Fold, St. Michael’s Cemetery, all outgrowths of this Society, are the results of 
his appreciation of the necessities of the work. As Chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Direction he was hardly ever absent from the bi-monthly meetings of 
the Committee. ‘T'o his executive ability and self-devotion much of the success 
of this Society is due. His memory will be cherished, and his example should * 
be held up for emulation. It was a well-earned honor, that accorded to him 
during the last year of his life, the position and title of Archdeacon. 

Neither can we pass in silence the names of those identified with us as 
regular subscribers, or who have been associated with us as helpers in our 
work, who have been called away to their reward. The name of Mrs. R. H. L. 
Townsend will always be cherished for her love of the sick and the afflicted. 
She gave the best evidence of this love by building the Townsend Pavilion for 
a surgical ward for women at Bellevue Hospital, and later, in connection with 
the same hospital, the Chapel of Christ the Consoler to accommodate the mis- 
sion of this Society carried on there. Others there are who have memorialized 
their interest by legacies and bequests. Upon this honored roll we inscribe 
the names of Mrs. Ellen E. Ward, Mrs. Charlotte Augusta Abbott, Mrs. Ellen 
Vanderpool, Mrs. Susana H. Wendall, Mrs. R. H. L. Townsend, Miss Alice 
Clark, Mrs. Jane Mowbray, Mr. Benjamin 8. Lee, Mr. Charles G, Landon, Rey. 
Charles Morrell, Rev. John E. Blake, and Co]. R. T. Auchmuty. 

In conclusion we can only trust that the blessings of God through Christ 
may rest upon the work, upon those who give to support it, and upon those 
who receive its ministrations, and that wisdom may be given to those who direct 
its affairs.

That the amount of the several Funds intrusted to them is duly invested, 
and remains about the same as heretofore reported; the amount and the nature* 
of the investment being stated in the report of the Treasurer hereto annexed. 

That from the income available for the purpose in their hands they have 
distributed, during the past year, to six clergymen connected with the Diocese 
as Rectors of Parishes, and receiving therefrom an insufficient support, the sum 
of three hundred dollars each; in all, eighteen hundred dollars—a benefit much 
appreciated, and which they would be glad to extend if the income at their 
disposal permitted them so to do. 

The Trustees are again compelled to deplore the loss of one of their number 
by death, Mr. Charles G, Landon, after serving with great faithfulness and 
acceptance since the year 1885, having departed this life during the past year, 
to the lasting regret of his associates in this and many other useful works in 
the Diocese.

The Committee on Canons respectfully report the following as a substitute 
for the amendment proposed to Canon VII., and referred back to this Commit- 
tee for reconsideration at the last Convention : : 

Canon VII., Sec. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register provided 
for by this Canon shall immediately become the property of the Diocese, and 
the Trustees of the estate and property of the Diocesan Convention shall cause 
the said Register to be deposited with the Bishop, to be under his care for the 


legitimate purposes thereof. 
On motion of the Rev. Dr. Seabury, the foregoing amendment 


to Canon VII. was adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Rainsford, in behalf of the Special Committee 
appointed at the last Convention, presented the following’ Report, 
which had been printed and sent to every member of Convention in 
accordance with the instructions of the last Convention : 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO CANON IX. 


Amend Canon IX. by adding the following: The mode of conducting the 
nominations and elections of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Pro- 
visional Deputies to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Coun- 
cil, shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary in writing, on or 
before the first day of the meeting thereof, nominations signed by himself for 
‘the Standing Committee, for Clerical and Lay Deputies and Provisional Depu- 
ties to the General Convention, and for members of the Federate Council. All 
names so sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot on which the 
names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After each list of nominations 
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as many blank spaces shall be left as there are vacancies to be filled. These 
blanks may be filled by any voter. The voter shall mark an X at the right of 
the name of each person for whom he votes, On the first ballot, these ballots 
only shall be used. No ballot shall be counted on which more names are 
marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and the number of vacancies to 
be filled shail be printed on each ballot. 

The Secretary shall provide a board to be,hung up in a conspicuous place 
near the entrance to the Convention, on which shall be posted the nominations 
received before the opening of Convention, and also the names of the present 
members of the Standing Committee. Deputies and Provisional Deputies to Gen- 
eral Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, and these names shall 
also be printed on the back of the ballot provided by the Secretary.

Weport 


OF ‘THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
FOR SEAMEN IN THE CITY AND PORT OF NEW YORK. 


The Managers of the Society report a continuance of the work and an active 
growth along the lines laid down by their special duties. 

The missionaries in their details will show a faithful attention and a good 
gain in their results. 

The time has come, however, when your representatives feel the pressure 
upon them for extended labors and for greater means, to enable them to cover - 
the field which is to be cultivated by them. 

They must either curtail their growth, or more money must be placed at 
their disposal. 

Their expenditures are becoming heavier than their receipts, and unless 
the Churches shall contribute to their aid they will have to stop, from inability 
to pay their carefully economized expenses. 

In former days they were able to appeal effectively to the Chureied of the 
Diocese, to whom, under the Canon, they look for support, with the reasonable 
certainty that they would be heard; but of late years, with the decline of our 
mercantile marine, the pride of the people in their ships has decayed, and the 
interest of the Churches at large in our work has grown cold, while the sailors 
still remain with us and need help and protection as before. 

From six Churches last year we received $4,048. From all of the others we 
were given $590. | ; 

Our expenses were $15,800, our income but $12,300, a deficiency of $3,500 ; 
and but for the unexpected receipt from land damages paid us by the-city, we 
should have been seriously embarrassed. 

We appeal to the members of the Church in the Diocese of New York to 
look into the subject, and if, upon investigation, they find that the Society is 
worthy of upholding, that they will lay the matter before their congregations 
and ask from each one a moderate contribution, such as shall in the aggregate 
make your Managers free to hold out to the many seamen, who daily sail into 
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our harbor and land upon our shores, that hospitable welcome which will 
make them at home and save them from robbery and demoralization. 

There is need of a Church and better quarters at Coenties Slip. The rich 
have moved away, and there is no adequate rallying point in that end of our 
island to save and protect those who live there in boats, or wander near by 
from their temporary boarding-houses. 

It is time that the Society should call upon the charitable and generous to 
come again to its aid as they so freely did in the time past.

THURSDAY, September 28, 1893. 


The Convention met pursuant to adjournment. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Bishop of the Diocese, assisted 
by the Rev. Geo. R. Van De Water, D.D., the Rev. E. Walpole 
Warren, D.D., the Rev. L. H. Schwab, and the Rev. Thomas R. 
farris. LD: 


The Bishop having taken the chair, the Minutes of the previ- 
ous session were read and approved. 


On motion of the Secretary, the calling of the names of mem- 
bers not present on the previous day was dispensed with, and such 
persons were requested to send their names to the Secretary’s desk. 


The Secretary announced that the Rev. Geo. F. Nelson of Grace

The Right Reverend Dr. Penick addressed the Convention on 
the subject of Church work among the negroes in the South.

The Committee to whom was referred the proposed alteration of the Con- 
stitution as to the time of holding the Convention, beg leave to report that the 
reasons for the change have not appeared to them sufficient, and they cannot 


recommend its adoption.

Mr. Delano C. Calvin moved that the whole subject of the pro- 
posed change of time for the meeting of ORE be laid on the 
table ; but the motion was not adopted. 


The Rev. Dr. Harris moved to amend the proposed amendment 
so as to read, ‘‘on such Wednesday in May, in each year, and in such 
place, as shall be determined by the Bishop of the Diocese,” and 
this amendment was accepted by the Rev. Mr. Myrick. 
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The question recurring on the amendment, it was not adopted. 


The Rev. Dr. Satterlee moved that the annual parochial report 
to the Convention be for the year ending the first day of May, which 
was adopted. 


On motion of the Archdeacon of Orange, the Convention re- 
solved to sit as the Board of Missions immediately after its recess. 


The Rector of St. Matthew’s, Bedford, the Rev. Mr. Taquets 
offered the following resolution, miiek was adopted : 


Resolwed: That a resolution adopted by the House of Bishops at the last 
General Convention, entered on the twenty-eighth page of the Journal of said 
Convention, and reading as follows: ‘‘ The amount of all offerings received in 
connection with any Church or Chapel shall be ascertained by two persons 
appointed for that purpose, and shall, without delay, be entered in a book kept 
for such record, and attested in each case by the two persons so appointed,” be 
referred to the Committee on Canons. 


Mr. Calvin offered the following resolution, which was adopted : 


Resolved: That so much of the Bishop’s Address as refers to the redistri- 
bution of the territory of the State of New York, with a view to the erection 
of a sixth Diocese within the same, be referred to the Deputies to the Federate 
Council, with instructions to bring the subject to the attention of that body. 


The hour of twelve having arrived, the Rey. Dr. Rainsford 
called for the order of the day, the report:of the Committee on 
Nominations and Elections. ; 


The Rev. Dr. Kimber moved to amend the proposed Canon by 
striking out the words, ‘‘before the opening of Convention,” and 
to insert the word ‘‘so” between the words ‘‘ nominations” and 
‘<received.” 


This amendment was accepted by Dr. Rainsford. 


Mr. Nash withdrew the amendment of which he had given notice 
on the previous day. 


The Rev. Dr. Greer moved to strike out the words, ‘‘ After each 
list of nominations as many blank spaces shall be left as there are 
- yacancies to be filled. These blanks may be filled by any voter.” 


The Rey. Thomas McKee Brown moved to lay the whole i 
on the table, which was not adopted. 


The Rev. Dr. Greer withdrew his proposed amendment.

Special Report 
OF THE SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING RELIGION AND LEARNING. 


A Meeting of the ‘‘ Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York” was held on the ninth day of May, 1892, 
at which a communication was received as follows: 


To THE REV. ANDREW OLIVER, D.D., SUPERINTENDENT OF THE SOCIETY 
FOR PROMOTING RELIGION AND LEARNING: 


NEw York, April 30, 1892. 


Rev. and Dear Sir :—At the last Convention of the Diocese of New York 
the following resolution was offered and adopted: 

Resolved, ‘‘ That the Convention respectfully petitions the Society for the 
Promotion of Religion and Learning to append to its next Annual Report of 
receipts and expenditures of moneys received from parishes of the Diocese a 
statement of its invested funds, the annual income therefrom, and the object 
to which the income is devoted.” (See Journal of 1891, p. 74.) 

As Secretary of the Convention, I beg leave to call your attention to the 
foregoing resolution, and request you to lay it before the Society.

Whereupon it was resolved: ‘‘ That it be referred to a Committee to re- 
port upon the relation of this Society to the Diocese of New York.” 

The Chair appointed the Rev. Drs. Peters, Oliver, and Mulchahey as such 
Comuiittee. 

The Committee appointed under the foregoing resolution respectfully 
reports that an examination has been made of the Journals of the Annual Con- 
vention of the Diocese since its foundation. The Minutes of the Society since 
its incorporation, on the fourth day of April, 1839, have also been consulted. 
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The Minutes of the Society previous to that date, if preserved, are in unknown 
keeping, and not accessible to the Committee. 

It appears, however, from documents in the possession of the Treasurer, 
that by a deed dated October 16, 1802, and a second deed dated February 21, 
1808, Trinity Church conveyed certain lands to Frederic De Peyster, John 
Onderdonk, and Jacob Leroy and others as Trustees of a Society known as the 
**Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in the 
State of New York.” 

How long the unincorporated Society existed before 1802 is not known to 
your Committee, and does not appear from any mention in the Journals of 
Convention. The first reference to this Society in the Convention Reports 
which your Committee has found is in the address of Bishop Hobart to the 
Diocesan Convention in October, 1820. 

In that address the Bishop states that ‘‘ The Society for the Promoting 
Religion and Learning” annually grants $80 or $100 to about eight young 
men, to aid them in preparing for the ministry. 

At the same Convention the Diocese adopted a ‘‘ Constitution of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Theological Education Society in the State of New York,” 
the object of which is stated to be the promotion of Theological Education by 
the establishment of Professorships, and by furnishing aid to Candidates for 
Holy Orders. This latter Society started the seminary which in 1822 was con- 
solidated with the General Theological Seminary. 

From the Bishop’s Address in the year 1822, it appears that there was a 
- Protestant Episcopal Missionary Society and also a Society for Propagating the 
Gospel in the State of New York, and that the former Society placed certain 
funds at the disposal of the latter, to which the appointments and control of 
missionaries were confided by the Convention. 

In the year 1828 the latter Society reports as among. its receipts $700 from 
the Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and Learning, Our 
Society in the year 1825 gave $375, and in the year 1828 gave $1,250 to the 
Missionary Society of the Diocese. 

In the Convention of 1829 a Canon was passed, establishing the Theological 
Education Fund, but the proceeds of the Fund went to the Society for Propa- 
gating the Gospel in the State of New York, by which Society our own, in the 
year 1830, is credited with a payment of $1,000 into its Treasury. 

Three years later, it was thought better to commit to one body the Educa- 
tion and Mission work of the Diocese, and a new Society was formed, which 
took the name of the Education and Missionary Society of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the State of New York. The Convention of the same year 
(1832) cordially approved of the objects of the Society, and by Canon IIL., 
passed at the same session, confided to it the collection and distribution of all 
funds which might be raised for the purpose of educating young men for Holy 
Orders. 

At the Convention of 1834 the Canons were revised, and Canon XV. gave to 
the Education and Missionary Society the charge both of the Educational and 
Missionary Funds. And, further, requires of every congregation in the Diocese 
an annual contribution in aid of the Educational Fund, and also an annual con- 
tribution in aid of the Missionary Fund of said Society. That Society seems at 
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times to have reported, and at others to have failed to make a report to Con- 
vention. In no ease is there a Treasurer’s report, and hence there remains no 
way of ascertaining whether our Society appropriated funds to either of those 
purposes or forbore to do so. 

During this period and for quite a number of years no word referring to 
our Society has been found upon the pages of the Convention Journal, 

At the Convention of 1838 the following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, ‘‘ That on and after the 1st of November the Missionary Board of 
the Education and Missionary Society be the Missionary Board of the Diocese 
of New York, for all purposes contemplated in the Canon respecting Mission- 
aries adopted at the late special Convention.” 

It appears by the Minutes of our own Society that in 18389 it contributed to 
the Education and Missionary Society $880 for missionary, and $960 for educa- 
tional purposes. In 1840 it gave to the same Society $300 for Missions. 

In 1842 our Society gave directly to missionaries $180 ; also to the Educa- ° 
tional and Missionary Society $800 for missionary objects, and $1,200 for 
education. 

In 1840 the Educational and Missionary Society sent a long memorial to 
Convention, complaining of want of funds and of neglect of parishes to comply 
with provisions of Canon XV., by making collections or contributions. In the 
following year, 1841, a communication of similar import was by the same 
Society laid before the Convention. 

At the Convention of 1842 the Education and Missionary Society resigned 
the trust to the Convention, assigning as a reason for so doing the ‘‘ persuasion 
that some radical change is necessary.”” Thereupon the Convention adopted a 
series of six resolutions, the first of which accepted the surrender of the trust 
and dissolved the Society. The second ordered a separation between the Mis- 
sionary and Educational concerns of the Diocese, 

The third, fourth, and fifth relate to the missionary work. 

The sixth resolution reads as follows : 

Resolved, ‘‘ That the Educational Trust heretofore committed to the Edu- 
cation and Missionary Society be transferred (should they be willing to assume 
the same) to the incorporated Society styled the Protestant Episcopal Society 
for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of New York, as being 
already a Trustee created and endowed for that among other purposes, and 
recognized as such by the State ; the first-named of the declared objects in its 
charter being to facilitate to young men designed for the Holy Ministry the 
means of literary and theological education, such Society to make full annual 
report to the Convention of the application of all moneys paid into its treasury, 
as such Trustees, from the parochial collections and contributions of the 
Diocese.”’ 

Subsequently, at the same Convention, Canon XV. was amended, and, as 
amended, contains among other directions the following : 

‘‘TIn every parish of the Diocese provision shall be made for at least monthly 
Church offerings, by collection or otherwise, for Theological Education, Dio- 
cesan Missions, and other Church objects.” 

In anticipation of such action on the part of Convention, a meeting of the 
Society was held on the 24th of September, at which the Treasurer made a. 
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communication touching this subject, which was referred to a Committee com- 
posed of Dr. McVickar, Mr. Ogden, and Mr. Van Wagenen, to report. 

At a meeting held September 27th, the above named Committee reported 
as follows: 

‘“The Committee to whom was referred the subject of the expediency of 
this Society’s becoming the agent of the Convention, if so requested, for 
receiving and disbursing the parochial collections of the Diocese for edu- 
cational objects, report in favor of the same, and recommend to the Board the 
adoption of the following resolution : 

‘“« Resolved, That this Society is willing, if so requested by the Convention, 
to become the recipients and distributors of all canonical parochial collections 
and contributions for education to be made in the Diocese of New York, and to 
make annual report of the same to Convention.” 

On the first day of November following, this Society held a meeting, and 
assumed the trust and accepted the conditions. 

At a meeting of the Society held November 8, 1842, Dr. MecVickar, as 
Chairman of the Committee appointed by this Board on the 27th of September 
last, made the following report pursuant to {a resolution passed ‘at the last 
meeting, viz. : 

‘That on the 29th of September last, the Convention passed the following 
resolutions : 

‘* Resolved, That the missionary and education concerns of the Diocese be 
separated, and entrusted to distinct bodies, provided that no funds now paid in, 
or in progress of payment, be diverted from their destined object. 

“* Resolved, That the Educational Trust heretofore committed to the Edu- 
cation and Missionary Society be transferred (should they be found willing to 
assume the same) to the incorporated Society styled ‘‘ The Protestant Episcopal 
Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of New York,” as 
being already a Trustee created and endowed for that among other purposes, 
and recognized as such by the State ; the first named of its declared objects in 
its charter being to facilitate to young men designed for the Holy Ministry the - 
means of literary and theological education, such Society to make full annual 
report to the Convention of the application of all moneys paid into its treasury, 
as such Trustees, from the parochial collections and contributions of the Dio- 
cese. The case having occurred under which the Committee were instructed 
to act, they proceeded to lay before the Convention the resolution and offer of 
the Society to undertake such agency, which was forthwith accepted by the 
Convention, and the resolution was ordered to be entered at large on their Min- 
utes, and will so be found on page 40 of their printed Journals, a certified copy 
of which is herewith presented; and, further, to give validity to the compact, 
the Convention proceeded, on the day following, to amend the Canon in accord- 
ance with such assent of the Society. These amendments will be found on 
page 389 of their printed Journals, and read as follows : 

‘Src. 1. That the missionary operations of this Diocese shall hereafter 
be conducted by a Committee of the Convention, to be appointed as hereinafter 
provided for ; and that the subject of education shall be confided to the incor- 
porated Society for ‘Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of New 

York.’ 
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‘Src. 3. The business of distributing all funds that may be raised under 
this Canon for the educating of young men for Holy Orders is hereby com- 
mitted to the incorporated Society styled ‘The Protestant Episcopal Society 
for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of New York,’ which shall 
make a full annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid -into the treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the Treasurer 
of the Convention, from any source.” 

The Society for Promoting Religion and Learning, from that date up to the 
present day, has continued faithfully to discharge and to fulfil the trust com- 
mitted to it and accepted by it. 

The Diocese of New York has failed to give to this Society the aid which 
the above Canon led it to expect. The amount received from the parishes 
reported by this Society in 1843 was $1,048.42, and the number of beneficiaries 
was twenty-three. In only nine years of the last fifty have the contributions of 
the Diocese amounted to as much as $1,000 a year. For the past ten years 
they have been less than $400 annually, and in the report of 1891 amounted to 
only $207.03 from twenty-two parishes. The students of the Diocese receiving 
aid from this Society for the same year numbered 109. 

The reports of the Society to Convention for the years 1843 and 1844 appear 
to state the whole amount of receipts from whatever source arising, whether 
from its own income or otherwise, also naming the distribution of the Fund. 
Since the year 1844 it has been the custom of this Society to report only the 
receipts from parishes, which is all that the resolution of Convention re- 
quires, 

From this history it appears that the Church in this Diocese found every 
means of providing for Theological Education unsatisfactory until, at its request, 
the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning assumed the responsibility of 
making adequate provision for the maintenance of Candidates for Orders during 
their years of preparation for the ministry. 

It also further appears that, before assuming this charge, this Society, for 
many years, contributed liberally from its Treasury towards the educational 
and missionary objects of the Diocese. 

The Convention manifestly intended to aid the Society in the work com- 
mitted to it, inasmuch as by Canon XVII. it directs ‘‘ that in every Parish of 
the Diocese provision shall be made, whereby its members may make offerings 
by collection or otherwise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require for 
support of its objects, particularly its missionary work and the education of 
young men for the ministry,” etc. 

Notwithstanding this explicit direction of the Canon, and the continued 
urgent appeals of this Society for help in its work, the Convention Journal of 
1891 records only 22 out of upwards of 200 congregations in the Diocese as 
contributing to this Society, and the whole amount of such contributions was 
but $207.03. 

Your Committee cannot avoid the inference that the Canonical gifts of the 
Diocese towards Theological Education are diminished, instead of being 
increased, by the connection between the Convention and this Society, and that 
it would be to the interest of both parties to the compact and to the cause 
of Theological Education that the agreement made in 1842 should be cancelled. 
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In accordance with this conclusion, your Committee begs leave to present the 
following preamble and resolutions : 

Whereas, by an agreement between the Convention of the Diocese of New 
York and the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in the State of New 
York, this Society, in the year 1842, at the request of the Convention, assumed 
the charge of Theological Education, relying upon the support of ‘the congre- 
gations of the Diocese, as by Canon provided ; and 

Whereas, the contributions from parishes under the Canon, notwithstand 
ing the increased wealth of their members, have so far diminished that only 
one-tenth part of the congregations make any gift at all, and that the offerings 
of the Diocese for educational purposes have decreased from $2,153.48 in 1841 
to $207.03 in the Convention year 1891; therefore 

Resolved, that the action of the Society at meetings held on the 27th of 
September and the first and eighth days of November, 1842, with reference 
to this Society’s becoming the agent of the Convention, for receiving and dis- 
bursing the parochial collections of the Diocese for educational objects, be and 
is hereby rescinded, and the agency surrendered. 

Resolved, that the above resolution shall take effect at the close of the 
present Convention year, and that the proper officers of this Society be instructed 
to report accordingly to the next annual Convention of the Diocese. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

WE submit to the Board of Diocesan Missions a summary of the Reports of 
the various Archdeaconries. : 

The Archdeacon of Dutchess reports steady work in eight stations and mis- 
sionary parishes in Dutchess County, under the supervision of the Archdea- 
conry, and receiving partial assistance from its funds. Since last September 
additional work has been done in three noteworthy instances. In Amenia, 
a village of considerable importance near Amenia Union, the Rev. Mr. Board- 
man has taken in hand the erection of a suitable Chapel. There are a number 
of Church people in this town, and there is every promise of generous support 
and codperation from them in the work of the Church. The Rev, Charles_ 
Pickels, the energetic and faithful Rector of Grace Church, Millbrook, besides 
making it possible for his parish to give up one half the aid formerly appro- 
priated to its support, has been able to take up work in Dover Plains, a vil- 
lage like Amenia, on the Harlem Railroad. Dover Plains has a population of 
nearly one thousand, and there is at present maintained but one place of wor- 
ship for those who are not Roman Catholics. The Baptist Society which exists 
there by no means meets the wants of the people there. For a nominal sum 
the Trustees of an extinct Methodist congregation are now giving the use of 
their Church to Mr. Pickels. The attendance at the Sunday afternoon services 
is exceptionally large, and he meets with nothing but warmest hospitality and 
earnest importunity that the ministrations of the Church may be given to the 
people there. By an appropriation of $200 it will be possible to place a Deacon 
there, under the supervision and with the assistance of Mr. Pickels. It is 
a very remarkable opening for the Church. 

At West Pawling there has been established a Lay Missionary, Mr. Albert C. 
Burdick, who is doing a very satisfactory work in a community notorious for 
its shiftlessness, intemperance, and general lawlessness. The children of the 
neighborhood all go to his school, and are taught the first principles of morality 
and religion. His influence for good is felt and recognized by the entire 
community. The Archdeaconry has met with a great loss in the death last 
week of Mr. Robert Van Kleeck, who from the first has been the faithful 
Treasurer of the Archdeaconry. We desire to place on record our high appre- 
ciation of his character. His cheerful wiilingness to be helpful, his unflinch- 
ing integrity, and his unaffected devoutness will ever remain to us a blessed 
and inspiring memory. : 

The Archdeacon of Westchester reports that the work has gone on with 
more than usual vigor and encouragement. At St. John’s Church, Lewis- 
borough, under the Rev. C. M. Selleck, a debt of nearly $2,500 has been paid 
off. .A new Church has been finished and paid for at Pelhamville, under the 
charge of the Rev. C. W. Bolton. At City Island, under the Rey. A. Forbes, 
a debt of $2,200 has been cancelled. At Haverstraw, under difficult circum- 
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stances, and among poor people, under the Rev. Stephen F, Holmes, the sum 
of $400 has been raised towards their own support in the Parish. At Spring 
Valley, the Rev. Thomas Stephens has paid off this year the mortgage debt of 
the Church. Such has been the advance made toward self-support among 
the mission stations of this Archdeaconry. The Rev. E. Gay retires from the 
work of Tompkins Cove, where he has been for twenty-one years devoted and 
self-sacrificing in this part of our field. We would record our sense of deep 
gratitude, and wish him God speed in his new work and home. The Missions 
in Putnam County have been placed by the Rev. August Ulmann upon a 
firm footing, and their income increased. 

At the last meeting of the Archdeaconry of Westchester a resolution was 
passed that this Convention should be memorialized to, take such action as 
might be necessary to secure from parishes the amounts apportioned them for 
the support of Diocesan Missions. 

The Archdeaconry of Dutchess and the Archdeaconry of Westchester each 
ask for an appropriation from the Missionary Council of $3,000 for the ensuing 
year, in addition to what is raised within their own borders. 

The Archdeacon of Orange reports that during the year services have been 
maintained at twenty-one stations. The work at all points has been vigorously 
prosecuted, and under God’s blessing has been highly successful, The new 
Church at Pine Hill, Ulster County, the building of which was begun only three 
years ago, has been consecrated and deeded to the proper Diocesan authorities. 
Together with its furniture and decorations, the Church represents a valuation 
of some $7,000. At Woodstock, Ulster Co., the Church building is enclosed, 
and will, at the proper time, be presented to the Diocese free of any debt. At 
Big Indian, in the Catskills, services have been maintained, and the Sacraments 
administered during the summer by a Priest of the Diocese, at no expense 
whatever to the Missionary Funds. At each of these places quite a few have 
been baptized, and a goodly number confirmed. At Callicoon, under the 
ministration of the Deacon in charge, a new impetus has been given the Church, 
and the outlook for the future is most gratifying. The Mission at Warwick 
has been permanently strengthened during the past year by the erection of a 
neat and substantial Rectory. The time seems very near when this parish will 
be able to relinquish all aid from the Missionary Board. Through special 
effort on the part of some of the Missions, smaller appropriations are neces- 
sary for the ensuing year, and by means of this saving to the funds of the 
Archdeaconry, and through the liberality of the Diocesan Board, it is hoped 
that an itinerant may be placed in the field to minister to the wants of those 
who from many unoccupied places are crying, “‘ Come over into Macedonia and 
help us.”” The Archdeacon of Orange, in his report to the Board of Managers, 
says: ‘‘ The District for which this Archdeaconry is responsible is now ripe, in 
the judgment of its members, for the introduction of a new element in the line 
of progress ; viz., the employment of an Itinerant Missionary under the imme- 
diate direction of the Archdeacon, as the Canon requires. , If unable to obtain 
such aid from this Board as is necessary for a year’s employment of such Mis- 
sionary, the Archdeaconry is disposed to make a venture of faith, and put the 
experiment into operation for such length of time as their available funds will 
permit. The Archdeaconry is of opinion that a blessed harvest will repay 
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present sowing, and feels that scattered sheep should no longer lack regular, 
even if infrequent, ministrations of the Word and the Sacraments.” 

The Archdeaconry asks for no larger appropriation this year than last— 
$8,700—but desires to have this amount paid in full, as absolutely necessary to 
meet the wants of the Archdeaconry. 

The Archdeacon of Richmond reports a gain of two stations during the year 
past. Services have been maintained in ajl the stations, and new Missions 
established at Prince’s Bay and at Garretson’s. ‘The reports of all the Mis- 
sionaries show a steady gain, and the prospects are most encouraging. The 
Rev. Dr. Wasson has removed to Montana during the year, and his successor is 
carrying on the work with great earnestness against many difficulties. The 
report of the Treasurer shows that the Churches of the Archdeaconry have all 
paid their apportionments, and that they are taxed to their utmost capacity to 
meet the present demand. The growing population, the nearness to New York, 
and the prospect of great growth, make Staten Island an important field, and 
aid given now would be money well invested for the future of the Church in 
this Diocese. 

The Archdeaconry of Richmond received $500 from the Board during the 
past year, and, owing to increased demands upon it for the future, it respect- 
fully asks that an appropriation of $300 extra be given it this year. 

In conclusion, the Committee beg to remind the Board of Diocesan Missions 
that the various Archdeaconries are not independent and autonomous jurisdic- 
tions asking for aid, but they are the instruments appointed by this body to do 
its work in the country missionary work of this Diocese. If the instruments 
are hampered by indifference and listlessness, they can never be effective. 

The various Archdeaconries report unusual progress in the past year, and 
unusual opportunities awaiting them in the future. If the work is hampered 
it is not because there has been unwise advance beyond the appropriations. 
To every Parish in the Diocese an apportionment has been made for Diocesan 
Missions. The parishes of the country and towns have invariably met their 
apportionments, and in many cases exceeded them. The difficulty lies in the 
fact that the apportionments to many of the Churches in New York City are 
entirely too small, and in some cases even these are not cared for, and are not 
paid,

The Committee on Canons respectfully report that, in pursuance of instruc- | 
tions in the Resolution referring to them the matter of the distribution of 
undesignated offerings under Canon XIX., they propose an amendment to the 
Canon without expressing a judgment as to the propriety of the course pro- 
vided for. 

Insert after the word ‘‘ Trustees,” in line 21 of p. 241, the words ‘‘in equal 
portions, to the fund for facilitating Life Insurance by Clergymen, and.” 

In regard to the proposed amendment to § 3 of Canon VII., the Committee 
recommend that it be not adopted, on the ground that it would require the 
statement, on the part of parishes, of matters over which the Convention has 
no jurisdiction. 

With regard to the Resolution of the House of Bishops referred to the Com- 
mittee, their judgment is, that it calls for no Canonical legislation on the part 
of this Convention.

Weport 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE GENERAL THEOLOGICAL 
SEMINARY, 


The Standing Committee on the General Theological Seminary respectfully 
report : 

That the Seminary has never had so large a number of students, and has 
never been so weil equipped for their care. About sixty have just entered, 
making the whole number at present about one hundred and thirty-six. 

The principal event of the year has been the endowment of the Chair of 
Systematic Divinity and Dogmatic Theology, through the generous gift of Mrs, 
Hoffman of the sum of $75,000, and designated as the ‘‘ Mary Crooke Hoffman 
Professorship.” Through the Dean, the Treasurer has also received the sum 
of $20,000 as an addition to the ‘‘S. V. Hoffman Foundation.” Sufficient 
money having been contributed by the friends of the Institution to complete 
the three Professors’ houses, they are now occupied by the Professors of 
Pastoral Theology, Biblical Learning, and Systematic Divinity. During the 
past year, the legacy of the Rev. James Stephenson, D.D., of $3,000 has been 
received for the founding of a scholarship. From a bequest of Miss Emma 
Carrington Mayo of Elizabeth, N. J., tne sum of $23,943.49 has been paid for 
the establishment of three Fellowships, and Mrs. Amelia B. Norris of Balti- 
more has left a legacy of $2,500 to found a Scholarship, The Trustees are 
also indebted to the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning for another 
donation for the increase of the Library, amounting to $1,500. Another step 
forward is the movement set on foot by the last graduating class to obtain 
sufficient funds to erect a Refectory and Gymnasium, both of which are a 
most imperative and immediate need. It is important, in view of the fact that 
more students have applied for entrance than there are accommodations for 
them, that further dormitories should be provided. The cost of a single 
dormitory, to be named in honor of each donor, and able to accommodate six- 
teen students, is $20,000. The removal of the East Building and the erection 
of new houses has added greatly to the architectural beauty of the Seminary, 
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and makes the east quadrangle complete. There is needed the endowment of 
two new Chairs, that of Old Testament Exegesis, and of Christian Ethics 
and Sacred Philosophy; and, amply equipped as the Seminary is for its 
present work, there is yet much to be done to provide for the growing 
demands made-upon it. There have been no important changes in the staff of 
instructors, but the term of the Rev. Dr. Cady as Alumni Professor expiring, 
and the Alumni not having made a new nomination, he has been placed in 
charge of the Department of the Evidences of Revealed Religion until further 
action of the Trustees. 

Your Committee have, in conclusion, the sad duty of reporting the death, 
in December last, of the Rev. Samuel Buel, D.D., Emeritus Professor of 
Systematic Divinity and Dogmatic Theology. Coming to the Seminary from 
the Seabury Divinity School, Faribault, Minn., in 1871, he was actively 
engaged in the duties of his Chair until 1888, devoting himself with indefatig- 
able zeal and faithfulness to the work of instruction in his department, for 
which his ripe scholarship and wide learning so eminently fitted him.

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BISHOP'S ADDRESS 


To THE ONE HUNDRED AND TENTH CONVENTION OF THE DIOCESE 
oF New York, 1893. 


BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND LAITY: 


In our common disappointment, in view of the absence of the 
preacher for this day, it is some compensation to remember that 
such an address as it is made my duty, at some time during this © 
Convention, to deliver, has at least one element of appropriate- 
ness if delivered now. We are about to pass to the celebration of 
that sacrament which, not alone a service making mention of the 
living, is also our Eucharistic commemoration of the departed ; and 
on the threshold of this account of our work and theirs, we may well 
make mention first of all those who were so lately with us here, and 
whose faces, in any earthly assembly, we shall see no more. 

There have been longer catalogues of these that, in other years, 
I have brought to you, but none, I think, so noteworthy. ‘There 
have been other losses within and without the Diocese which, 
whether occurring here or elsewhere, in other years, have been 
national losses, but I do not remember any one occasion where they 
were more conspicuous, and none, certainly, where they seemed 
more irreparable. 

And first among them let me name one who, in some senses most 
remote from us who are here, deserves, I think, in an especial way to 
be recalled and remembered by our whole American Church—I mean 
the late Hon. Henry P. Baldwin of the Diocese of Michigan. I depart 
from what I presume has been an invariable custom in this presence, 
in referring to this rare man, because he furnishes so fine and high a 
type of a Christian layman, and because, more, perhaps, than to any 
other one layman, the strength and character of the Church in our 
great Northwest, and the wise conduct of our whole domestic mis- 
sionary work are indebted to his labors, his gifts, and his beautiful 
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and inspiring life. Who that knew Governor Baldwin can forget in 
him that winning benignity, that steadfast constancy to friendship 
and duty, that scrupulous integrity and devout humbleness of mind, 
which made intercourse with him a delightful privilege and refresh - 
ment ? And to these were added an unfailing munificence, and an 
intense love and loyalty to the Church whose son he was, which will 
make him to be remembered in all her history as a foremost helper 
in her larger growth ‘and progress. Above his grave might well be 
written, as the legend of all his life: ‘‘ If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, 
may my right hand forget her cunning.” May God raise up many 
among us who shall be like-minded ! 

Our own losses among the laity have been numerous and serious. 
I may not rehearse the whole honorable catalogue here, but con- 
spicuous in it are the names of Mr. Floyd Smith, Jr., of the Church 
of the Beloved Disciple; the venerable George Weller, who sat in 
this Convention as a deputy for nearly half a century, as representing 
St. Andrew’s, Walden, which he served as Warden with preéminent 
fidelity ; Mr. Charles G. Landon, a most lovable and kindly per- 
sonality, who, whether here, or as Warden of Grace Church, New 
York, was equally distinguished for the modesty and fidelity of his 
service; Mr. Charles James Wills of St. George’s Church, among 
the noblest specimens of a consecrated layman whom our Church 
has ever known; Mr. Henry F. Spaulding of Christ Church, River- 
dale, the friend and benefactor of all burdened bishops and other 
clergy; Mr. Robert Van Kleeck, the faithful Treasurer of the Arch- 
deaconry of Dutchess ; Mr. James McCarter, for many years a dele- 
gate to the Diocesan Convention from the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, Madison Avenue, New York; Col. Richard Tilden 
Auchmuty; and the Hon. Hamilton Fish. 

In these two last named gentlemen, the Church has had a very 
noble illustration of the sterling qualities and vast influence of men 
of hereditary distinction, who held their inherited honor and advan- 
tages as a sacred trust, and who added to them a life-long devotion 
to the Church and her highest interests. Governor Fish won emi- 
nence, deserved and recognized, in the highest places of the nation, 
and leadership no less deserved in the highest councils of the Church. 
In its General Convention he was, in many ways, long a foremost 
figure, and in this Convention a legislator and counsellor whose 
judgments ever carried with them foremost and prevailing weight. 

I do not know that Colonel Auchmuty ever sat in this body ; but 
he has to-day a place in the hearts of the citizens of New York of 
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every creed and condition, which in some respects is, I apprehend, 
wholly exceptional. He conceived a most beneficent idea in his 
Trade School, and, with the codperation of a Churchman of this city 
whose princely benefactions have lifted more than one large under- 
taking out of the realms of nebulous uncertainty into the clear 
promise of ultimate achievement, he planted and reared an institu- 
tion which will endure as a most significant witness to the oneness 
which belongs to true citizenship, as Jesus Christ himself has 
taught it. His gentle and retiring character, his steady and 
unswerving loyalty to the Church and to the State, both of which 
he greatly served and honored, are one of the best heritages of this 
community and this Diocese. 

From among our fathers in the Church, there have passed away, 
during the year which ends to-day, the Bishops of California, Texas, 
Vermont, and Massachusetts. Of these, the first went from what 
was then this Diocese, to his vast and most difficult field, nearly 
forty years ago, and gave to his work his best powers and most 
constant oversight, without reserve, until the end. By some of us 
who are here, he will be chiefly remembered because of his ancestral 
ties to this city, which he always lovingly recalled, and by his 
preéminent service to the whole Church by means of his pen. I 
have heard more than one eminent divine say that he would rather 
have written the volume entitled the ‘‘ Double Witness of the 
Church ” than any other book of its kind, and I presume that more 
persons in this country can trace their allegiance to the fellowship 
of this Church to that volume than to any other book, except the 
Prayer Book itself. People used to say that Bishop Kip was not 
meant to be a missionary bishop; but it would be interesting to 
inquire who has ever done more constant and effective missionary 
service, if not by his voice, then by his pen, than he. Of the same 
generation were the venerable Bishops of Texas, the Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Gregg, and of Vermont, the Rt. Rey. Dr. Bissell. The former 
had, I suppose, as alien soil to till as any to which any spiritual 
husbandman was ever sent; but he rooted the Church in Texas 
strongly, if not widely, and he came to be loved and esteemed by 
all its people with a sincere and respectful regard. Bishop Bissell — 
was a New Yorker, the Rector of Trinity Church, Geneva, when he 
went to the not very friendly atmosphere of his Diocese, in which 
the Church has had, from the beginning, uphill work to do. But 
he found no hill in Vermont too hard for him to climb, and his 
gentle and paternal ministrations endeared him to all his flock. 
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Another Bishop we have lost out of New England, whose brief 
episcopate of fifteen months was a pathetic contrast to the long 
labors of those whom I have already mentioned. It is not necessary 
that I should speak of him, or of his work and influence here, as 
more than once already I have done so, in one form or another, to 
those whom I address. Not the Church alone, nor this country 
alone, but two hemispheres have borne testimony to the vast pro- 
portions of our common loss, a loss which has taken out of the 
world one of those rare voices, and still rarer personalities which, 
now and then, at long intervals, are given to a generation to make 
us sensible of what preéminent genius and preéminent consecration 
to a high calling may be, and may achieve. May God give to his 
young successor a double portion of the best gifts of all—the gifts 
of the Holy Ghost. 

From our own clerical family we have lost of the Clergy, six 
Presbyters—the Rev. Richard M. Hayden, for many years Chaplain 
of the Leake and Watts Orphan Asylum, and long active in that 
interesting work ; the Rev. John P. Lundy, D.D., not, at the time 
of his death, actually resident in this Diocese, but worthy of remem- 
brance here for his many excellent gifts, and especially for his well- 
known work on the Catacombs ; the Rev. John Blake, a Chaplain 
in the navy; the Rev. Samuel Buel, D.D.; the Rev. William H. 
Mills, D.D.; the Rev. Theodore A. Eaton, D.D.; and the Rey. 
Thomas M. Peters, D.D. 

The Rev. Dr. Buel had, at the time of his death, retired from active 
duty ; but he will be always identified with the General Theological 
Seminary, to the professorship in which he brought sound learning, 
an eminently conservative temper, and an invariable candor in the 
expression of his opinions. Dr. Mills was, at the time of his death, 
Rector of St. Paul’s, Yonkers, where he served faithfully and lived 
blamelessly, the friend of all sorrowful people, and the true shep- 
herd of his flock throughout a long and laborious pastorate. Dr. 
Eaton was my neighbor when I came to New York, and spent, sub- 
stantially, his whole ministry at St. Clement’s. One always thought 
of him as a delightful incarnation of that spirit which shone in 
Croswell, in Dr. Wyatt, in Dr. Creighton, and those elder worthies 
whom the Church in this land is still glad to remember. He stood 
in his lot, and did his work, with exemplary and unwearied assiduity, - 
and with a winning kindliness which will long live in the loving 
memories of those who best knew him. 

To Dr. Peters, though of personal characteristics not unlike, it 
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was given to be, perhaps, the foremost exampie of that more modern 
idea of the Ministry, as some call it ; but which was, indeed, only a 
return to its most primitive and apostolic activities, that accounted 
no class of work outside of its sympathies, or alien to its helpful 
touch. The story of Dr. Peters’ work in New York, from the day 
he began here as a lay-reader, on to the time when he took in the 
little blind child found on the steps of the City Hall, whom no one 
else would take in, and so laid the foundation of the Sheltering 
Arms, and that which followed it all the way on, till Mount 
Minturn fitly crowned his phenomenal activities, is an illustration, 
wholly exceptional in its variety and completeness, of the new life 
in the Church through all its borders. Whatever the rest of us may 
do, it must always be owned that in recognizing and developing the 
many-sidedness which ought to characterize the work of the Church, 
he led the way. Fora little while before he left us, he won the 
title and bore the honors, such as they were, of the Archdeacon of 
New York ; but he had done an Archdeacon’s work from the begin- 
ning, for a true Archdeacon’s work is not alone to be the ruler of 
Deacons, but to be their leader and exemplar in a Deacon’s work— 
that Deacon’s work which Christ himself described when He says, 
you remember, ‘‘ The Son of Man came not to be ministered unto 
but to minister ;” or, as the Greek has it, ovx Otanovndnvat, alia 
dtanovnoat (St. Matt. xx. 27) ‘not to be served by a Deacon, but 
to be Himself a Deacon.’”’ We cannot hope to replace such a man, but 
we may all honor the work which he did, and the office which he 
bore. i 

And this brings me to speak first of those things which have 
been much upon my heart during the past year, and which belong 
especially to this occasion. Dr. Peters held, at the time of his 
departure, an office which was created by the vote of the Convention 
of the Diocese of New York nearly ten years ago. At the time of 
the introduction of our Canon of Diocesan Missions, I remember that 
the Convention, with characteristic courtesy, interposed no obstacle 
to its reception, and that the Canon creating the five Archdeaconries 
of the Diocese of New York was adopted without a dissenting voice. 
But I did not feel myself entitled to be unduly elated by that action, 
nor misapprehend its very limited significance. The Convention 
was willing to have the experiment of Archdeaconries, with their 
several Archdeacons, put to the test of practical experience, but 
there were undoubtedly many who expected little or nothing from 
it. It was an archaic mechanism, they believed, foreign, superan- 
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nuated, and rather unduly pretentious. But I am persuaded that: 
by this time such persons are most of them of another mind. No 
one who has acquainted himself with it can be insensible to the 
greatly increased efficiency of our missionary work all over the 
Diocese, as witnessed increasingly by its fruits. That this is due 
first to the fidelity of our missionaries and of the loyal laymen and 
Jaywomen who labor with them, there can be little doubt ; but that 
these labors have been guided, encouraged, economized, and in 
every way wisely administered, with most important and inspiring 
results, by my dear brethren the. Archdeacons of this Diocese—of this 
there can be no doubt at all. One of them I have already lost before 
I had time to tell him how much I owed to him, or to thank him 
for all that he was and did for me and for the Church in this 
Diocese. Let me not postpone my grateful acknowledgments to 
those who remain, for services which I can never adequately estimate. 
That they have, as I believe, lengthened my life and conserved my 
strength for such work as yet remains to me, is a very small matter. 
They have strengthened the hands of every missionary ; they have 
cheered the hearts of lonely and struggling lay people ; they have 
seized opportunities and laid foundations and filled vacancies and 
found fellow-workers ; they have checked wastefulness and econo- 
mized men and means ; they have lifted the standard of discipline, 
and widened the reach of the Church’s work and influence, in ways 
which now it has come to pass that all men know and own. And 
they have done this—I am, verily, sorely ashamed that it should be 
so—practically without any remuneration or pecuniary compensa- 
tion, That they have been content to do so is, indeed, greatly to 
their praise, but it is not to ours. At least they should have some 
small appropriation for their travelling expenses, visiting, as they 
are expected to do annually, the cures in their several Archdeacon- 
ries ; and I ask that in the budget for the annual appropriations for 
our Diocesan missionary work a provision of at least $250 for each of 
the four Archdeaconries outside of New York may be made for this 
purpose. | 

But these my brethren, who are indeed my fellow-helpers in this 
work, are chiefly concerned for the support of the work itself. One 
happy result of the adoption of the Canon and the methods to which 
I have already referred, has been that, during the ten years in which 
I have been charged with this work, I have not once found it neces- 
sary to issue any special appeal for Diocesan missions, nor to publish 
to the world our common discredit from a failure to pay our mis- 
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sionaries when their stipends were due. The system of apportion-. 
ments has worked fairly well, and in some cases of which I desire 
to make most grateful mention, parishes like St. Thomas’s, Calvary, 
Grace, St. Bartholomew’s, the Church of the Incarnation, and 
others, have in a very noble way sometimes doubled, and even more, 
the amount of their apportionments. But in other cases the appor- 
tionment has either been left wholly or in part unpaid ; and, as a 
consequence, our annual appropriation for Diocesan missions, which 
does not equal that of some other Dioceses of not half our strength, — 
remains, as to-day, unprovided for. This is something which, I 
am sure, can easily be remedied, and I cannot believe that the time 
of the Convention can better be employed than by the reading of 
our schedule of apportionments, and of the standing of parishes 
in regard to it. A provision to this end may wisely be included, as 
an amendment, in the present Canon, and I would ask that action 
in this matter be initiated at this time. , 

The extent of our several Archdeaconries, one of them at least 
including three counties, and each of them a body of Clergy and a 
list of parishes larger than that of many Dioceses, when taken in 
connection, especially, with the growth of the Archdeaconry of New 
York, suggests another matter for our common consideration, con- 
cerning which I desire to invoke your counsel and codperation. 
Church people in this Diocese have doubtless observed the recent 
efforts in Sister Dioceses of this State, to relieve their Bishops of 
tasks confessedly too largefor them. ‘These efforts, whether looking 
in the direction of a division of the Diocese, ‘or of the election of an 
assistant Bishop, have not, thus far, been successful. In the direc- 
tion of either mode of relief there are difficulties which seem, and 
which are hkely to continue, insurmountable. But there is a mode 
of relief in such cases, and in others like them, in the State of New 
York, which would appear to be entirely practicable; and there- 
fore, not alone, I hope, because its advantages may in some degree 
reach to ourselves, I venture here to suggest it. It is doubtful 
whether any existing Diocese in the State of New York could now 
be advantageously divided. But the re-distribution of the whole 
territory of the State of New York into six, instead of five Dioceses, 
might, I think, without great difficulty, be accomplished, so that 
every existing Diocese would be substantially advantaged and re- 
lieved, and a new Diocese created of sufficient strength and dignity 
to take her place among her elder sisters. In this judgment, I am 
glad to be able to state that I have the concurrence of my brethren, 
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the Bishops of Long Island and Albany, the only two with whom I 
have been able to communicate in regard to it, and I cannot doubt 
that it would find favorable consideration at the hands of the 
Bishops, as it has already, as I am advised, at the hands of some of 
the Clergy and laity of the Dioceses of Western and Central New 
York. The whole subject belongs, finally, to the consideration of 
the Federate Council, and I should be glad if, by appropriate refer- 
ence, it might be entrusted to that body. 

Finally, from this wider view of our relationships and responsi- 
bilities, let us return, dear brethren, for a few moments, to those - 
which are more immediate and local. In a way which is true, I ap- 
prehend, of hardly any other Diocese of this country, the Diocese of 
New York is largely the city of New York. Do not understand me 
as saying that any feeblest missionary station in any remotest county 
is, as to the interests of any single soul, of less consequence than the 
whole of Trinity or St. George’s parishes. Itis not. But the critical 
point in a battle is where the contending forces are massed, and the 
victories or defeats there will determine, ultimately, the issue all 
along the line. ‘The forces of God and the forces of hell are massed 
here in this great and most heterogeneous city, and the quality and 
the results of our work here will react upon all the rest. It is for 
this reason that I desire to speak, in conclusion, of what the Church 
is trying to do for all sorts and conditions of men, and of the 
methods which she is employing. Some of them have been severely 
criticised, and perhaps they deserve to be. The Church is not a 
soup-kitchen, nor a bowling-alley, nor a billiard-table. But neither 
is it a Prayer Book, a pulpit, nor a pastoral call in Fifth avenue. It 
is a divine institution standing for an Incarnate God, and all that 
His Incarnation means. Nothing less than that. In the history of 
the early planting of the Church in these colonies, I read, the other 
day, certain questions propounded to a missionary of the venerable 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, by the 
Bishop of London. Among them was this one, which I give with 
its accompanying answer : 

Q. “‘ Are there any infidels, bond or free, within your parish, 
and what means are used for their conversion ?” 

A. “‘ We have infidels, bond and free, who have liberty to come 
to the Churches, and are not denied baptism when fit and desirous 
foratizn*

i : 
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One wild night, some years ago, a vessel was wrecked on the coast 
of France. The official report of the fact recorded that, throughout 
the night, the coast-guard stood at his post and sounded his trumpet, 
but that, unfortunately, when the morning dawned, the beach was 
found to be strewn with some eighty dead bodies. One wonders 
whether the coast-guard might not have roused his fellows, and 
manned a boat, and carried a hawser, and rescued some of his perish- 
ing fellow-creatures. But no, his orders were to ‘ sound a trum- 
pet,” and he sounded it. I have no quarrel with any one whose 
conception of the Church is chiefly, or mainly, the maintenance of 
a stately mechanism, and a reverent round of appointed services ; 
but for any one who, not merely content with such a conception of 
his Christian obligation, whether Bishop, Presbyter, Deacon, or lay- 
man, holds others who differ from him, and who employ other 
methods, however undignified or elementary they may be that aim 
to restore lost contacts with any class whatsoever of their fellow- 
men—for such an one, I say, who holds up these or their work as 
objects of contempt or ridicule, I think we have every one of us a 
right to entertain a keen and righteous resentment. ‘‘ I want my 
son,” said a wise man in my hearing not long ago, “‘ to be trained 
for disasters which are coming upon the earth as surely as the 
present drift apart of different classes of people in it is not checked 
and healed.” I do not know whether he was right or not. I do not 
affirm that there may not be in current descriptions of our present 
social situation much exaggeration ; but I do affirm that the blood 
of Jesus Christ is the one cement that can bind together human 
hearts and lives, and that if even such a motley conglomerate as a 
Parliament of Religions can end by signing a declaration that it 
would be well for all men to follow the example of the Man of 
Nazareth, it is time that you and I began so todo. We may blunder 
and fumble with the new, strange, grave problems confronting the 
Church to-day, as doubtless in many instances we are doing ; but 
even that is a thousand times better than not attempting to grapple | 
with them at all. And therefore I look with profound thankfulness 
upon the work that every Parish House in this city and out of it is 
doing, and every guild and brotherhood in all the land. We may, 
indeed, worship the net and the drag, but it is only those who mend 
and tend and let down their nets who catch the fish; and though 
‘‘ socializing religion,” which somebody has called it (declaring it 
to be only vulgarizing it), is not an end, but a means, it is or ought 
to be one step more toward the end. ‘That obviously must be the 
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giving not merely of money, play-rooms, reading-rooms, garments, 
and food ; but, rather, and most of all, the giving of ourselves. For 
this reason I have felt a keen interest and a keen delight in the plan 
and in the performance of that rare and admirable work known as 
the East Side House; and for the same reason I was much moved 
last spring when St. Andrew’s Brotherhood proposed to the Trustees 
of the Cathedral that we should take over the work known as the 
Stanton Street Mission, nobly sustained for some years by the indi- 
vidual gifts of a few generous laymen to whom here I desire to offer 
my heartfelt thanks. The plan aims at the creation of a Cathedral 
branch of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, thus to tie together the 
Cathedral, as an institution and as a spiritual centre, and the most 
needy portions of our city missions work. It is a most Christlike 
plan and purpose, and I pray God and the people of this Diocese to 
give us the means to carry it out. It will need some money, though 
relatively not much ; but it will need, most, men and women who will 
go down and live, in turn, for a while, in the Mission House, and 
work with and among the people whom they are trying to serve. In 
that one feature I confess I feel a supreme interest. If I and my 
brethren of the Clergy would go in turn, fora month or two at a 
time, with a few faithful laity, and live sparely and work faithfully 
and pray earnestly with and among our brethren who are now so far 
—alas, how far—from us, I do not say that we should revolutionize 
New York ; I do not say that we should repeat the scenes of Pente- 
costal days; but I do say that we should better imitate Him of 
whom the Apostle said, as if in recognition of this supreme human 
distinction, ‘‘ The Son of God who loved me and gave Himself for 
me ;” and I believe that we should learn how to understand and to 
get near to those whom we desired to serve, as we can never do in 
any other way. ‘‘ What a new face it would put upon ‘this old 
world of ours,” says Emerson, ‘‘if men would only consent to ex- 
change the religion of enmity for the religion of amity!” What are 
these words but the dry New England evaporation of Another’s 
words, Teacher, Saviour, Eternal King of men: ‘‘ And I, if I be 
lifted up, will draw all men unto me!” ‘The cross as the symbol of 
brotherly love, the cross in the life as the expression of brotherly 
love—the life given for other needier lives—this is the philosophy 
that is to solve our social problems ; and, in the final issue of them 
all, there is no place for any other. And so, brethren, we see our 
calling as a Church and as citizens alike. May God make us suffi-~ 
cient for it !

The Parish of Santiago was incorporated in 1866. The original parishioners were chiefly Cuban 
refugees, many of whom returned ultimately to Cuba, the strength of the Parish being thereby 
considerably weakened. Comparatively little mission work was done, but this little revealed 
a large and important field for useful endeavor. There are in New York about 10,000 Spanish- 
speaking residents, the greater proportion of whom are poor, and destitute of spiritual guidance. 
It is with the hope of being able to place an able missionary worker in charge of this Parish, 
who shall carry the comforts of the Church to these people, that it has been kept in existence. 
There is now a prospect of realizing this hope, and with a continuance of the generous support 
of the Diocese, Santiago Parish may soon become a powerful instrument for good among a hith- 
erto neglected people.

During this year, the Parish availing itself of the generous offer of a conditional gift of 
$25,000 by its senior Warden, Mr. John B. Simpson, contributed in addition to its ordinary offer- 
ings the sum of $30,000, retiring by these sums $55,000 of the Church’s bonded indebtedness. 
‘Those who understand what a large amount of mortgage was needed to remove the Parish 
Church and enlarge it, thus saving to the Diocese one of its oldest and largest Parishes, will 
appreciate the meaning of this large amount raised in a single year for this desired purpose. 

Comparison of figures in this report with those of last year and previous years of my Rec. 
torship will reveal a difference requiring explanation. Coming to a Parish over sixty years old, 
the present Rector was cautious about removing names of communicants or of families found 
enrolled on the books. Now, after five years experience in the work, he has gone over both lists 
most carefully, and stricken off all not personally known to him to have belonged and com- 
muned. Ina vicinity where removals are so frequent and numerous, it must happen that many 
names are left on the books long after the people have left the Parish ; all such have been marked 
in this report ‘* erased.”’ 

The Rector is thankful to God that after years of removal, rebuilding, and practically form- 
ing a new Parish, with all the work and worry incident to these things, peace is now within our 
walls, and a reasonable degree of prosperity in all our palaces.

COMPARISON OF STATISTICS. 


The following tables have been prepared by the Secretary to illustrate the 
growth of the Church in the Diocese of New York. The present Journal 
seemed to be the proper place for such statistical tables, since this year is the 
tenth of the episcopate of the present Bishop of New York. The first table, - 
covering the period from 1873-83, gives the statistics of the last ten years of 
the episcopate of the Right Reverend Horatio Potter, D.D. The second table 
gives those for the first ten years of the episcopate of his successor. 

: In the tables which follow, certain items have been selected for fuller com- 
parison, because they are those on whose accuracy we can depend most, and 
which are entirely free from any suspicion of being exaggerated, or highly 
colored by the imagination of those who make out the reports. The steady 
regular growth shown in the quinquennial and decennial periods, and the uni- 
form advance in the annual average for these periods, are worthy of especial 
notice.

As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834; 
October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1843 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each 
year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the 
time being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shali do: 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention, 


ARTICLE ILI. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in’ some Church 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation : and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any Col- 
lege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergymen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Diocese for the period of six months immediately preceding the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon 3 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his 
inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President. 
from among the Clergy. | 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty 
shall be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. It shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


~ ARTICLE VIL. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall 
be valid and obligatory. 


CANONS. 


Adopted October 2, 1884; and amended October 4, 1839 ; October1, 1841 ; 
September 30, 1842 ; September 29, 1843 ; September 27, 1844; September

CANON I, 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or' 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only ; butno Clergyman while suspended from, the Ministry 
shall have a place on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the. Journal. 


CANON II. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Sec. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared. by the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon. 3 
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Sxc, 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Src. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Conven- 
tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Src. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Sec. 6. In case of a contested right toa seat in the Convention 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Src. 7. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
be appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. 


Sec. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for — 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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Sec. 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Seo. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
tne Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


So. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Sec. 12. If tie President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall 
preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. 


Src. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats, 


Sec. 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 

Sec. 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct 

16 
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that the members proceed to vote for a President, as provided in 
Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. 
The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention organized 
for business. 


Sxc. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. | 


Src. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Src. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resolution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention ; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of’ the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Convention ie prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


Sec, 2. (I.) No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
be by such Committee examined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention. 


- 
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Src. 8. Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, haye employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just.; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such 
admission, 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Sec. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, — 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Src. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological 
Seminary, together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies. 


Suc. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third | 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 
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Sec. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI. 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Src. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


Sec. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 


Sec. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VIL. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Sec. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure. 


Src. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; 
the name of each adult baptized; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
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nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall a'so keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Sec. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Convention, 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop,-to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the number of Baptisms, — 
Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same. 


Sec. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


Sec. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan 
Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with the 
Bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 

CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 

A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
- at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon* thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be presented to the 


General Convention. 
CANON IX. 


Concerning Elections. 

Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, may be dis- 
pensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. And when 
an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each order shall 
be necessary to a valid election. | 

CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 

Sec. 1. The Convention shall, at each second reed annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- — 


* Canon 18, Sec. 5, Title I. 
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tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Depu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for any General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 


Sec. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 
designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in ike manner designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Src. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council. 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 
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CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Src. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies ‘in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 


Src. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a Bishop. 


Sec. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 

Sec. 4. Should astated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Src. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of. the same 
shall be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi- 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such 
vacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
pointed under the preceding section. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Parish 
shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new 
Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or Congregation be changed without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall not 
be taken until previous notice has been given, and due proof thereof 
furnished the Committee by the parties moving therefor, to the 
Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Congregations whose 
places of public worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the 
new place of worship, nor until at least one month has been allowed 
such Rectors and Vestries to present any objections they may have. 

In places where the Church is not established, the written con- 
sent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the 
formaticn of a new parish. 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Src. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
‘*The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
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the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contribztion shall have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Src. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. 


Sec. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts.and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. : 


CANON XVI, 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Src. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to 
provide for necessary expenses. 


Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conven- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergy- 
man in the Diocese. The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


Sxc. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 
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CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religions and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the 
offerings are to be applied. 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled 
«<The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of this Canon, or by the 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source, 


Sec. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal: Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so 
that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shall be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Sec. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 
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(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Src, 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5. The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. 


(II.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish, elected in such manner as the By-laws of the Archdea- 
conry may direct. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] 
to search out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct 
and provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
full management of its funds ; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities and the results 
éf Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 
successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [3] to make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] 
in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 


(1V.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 
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Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Src. 4, (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : 


a. Statement of Missionary’ Work done since last report. 
6. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


ce. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 


(III.) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 


CANON XIX. 


Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


Src. 1. Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Src. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
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recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. 


Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds: 


1st. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter be 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


3d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen 
of the Diocese, together with any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


Suc. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to receive 
applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled to 
receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to apply 
such relief or assistance as follows : 


1st. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* «(q@) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
ay yeas it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

. (vb) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in initial contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

‘« With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 

. In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest: 

“1, That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

‘2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall 
from time to time adopt. 


2d. As to the funds for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
and for facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen, to 
apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886, and subject also to such further rules and regu- © 
lations as said Trustees, with the approbation of this Convention, 
shall from time to time adopt. 


SEc. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every cong?e- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on the 
Sunday next before or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the three 
funds, be apportioned equally among the said three funds. The 
annual collection, herein provided for, shall, in the absence of 
special designation of any portion thereof by the donors, be applied 
by said Trustees in equal portions to the fund for facilitating Life 
Insurance by Clergymen and to the fund for the Widows and Chil- 
dren of Clergymen. The Treasurer shall keep a separate account of 
each of the said three funds, and all moneys not wanted for current 
use shall be invested and held in trust by the said Trustees. 


Sec. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, T'reas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Convention 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


infirm to continue his ministry ; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

‘©3. It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in 
affluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives 
are unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own house- 
hold. 

‘‘4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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CANON XX, 
Of the Trial oy a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘‘ liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Sec. 1. The trial shall be ona presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
- putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is lable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in- 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Clergyman according!y. wee 


Sec. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 
tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shah not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to 
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adjourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Sec. 8. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Src. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number will attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide all questions. 


Seco. 5. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Sec. 6. If a Clergvman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Sec. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced, 


Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may

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appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
person on whom the notice shall be served shaJl reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distance. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shall be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Sec. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in: the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be pronounced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
livered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same’ 
shall not exceed in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
- him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbyters shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned. | 


Src. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or

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paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 


Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meet 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 


RULES OF Ones 


I, Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : 


1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names.of the Clergy 
entitled to seats, 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 9. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4. Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint two Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 


(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(8) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 


7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies ‘and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The Receiving and Referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 


those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the Rectal, 
9. Miscellaneous business, 
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II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shall 
be: 


1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4. Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 

5. Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

6. Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery, If so, it shall be at any time in order. 

7. The Election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provi- 
sional Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The appointment of: the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen, and supplying vacancies, if any, in the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund. 

9. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that 
officer. 

190. Report of the New York Protestant Episcopal Mission Society, 

11. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

12. Report of Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 

13. Report of Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

14. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 

15. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Report. 

16. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

17. Report of the Standing Commitee on the Diocesan Fund. 

18. Report of the Committee on Canons, 

19. Reports of Special Committees. 

20. Miscellaneous business, 


III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn. 
ing Prayer, shall be : 


. Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
. Calling the names of members not present before. 

. Reports not presented the preceding day, in order, 

. Miscellaneous business.

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IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order for that 
day prescribed ; this ruie shall not apply to miscellaneous business. 


V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall cal] the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair ; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 


VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro. 
ceedings shal! be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Siudents of Theology in the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 p.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 74 to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled - 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
ot filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it ; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution, 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. | 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII. No member may speak more than twice cn the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question,’ being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once, 


XXII, All Special Commiitees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Con- 
vention. 

XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present ; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- | 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer, 2 
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
